The water problem is getting seri- 
ous at this place. Naval ortieers 
recognize it, and tliey are look- 
ing anxiously for the smoke fr.iin 
the stack of the big goveinnient 
condenser which is (ironiisi'.l to 
supply 40,00(1 gallons dally per eon- 
tract. 'I'lie plant should have started 
April ■.',">. but it is not yet in operation. 
'J'he oftleers in charge of this station 
are skeptl a' of the condenser s ability 
to produce 90,000 gallons. Key West's 
water reaouroes arc most primitive an<l 
limited. The shallow wella in town 
arc all more or less brackish, 
ami aader auaplcion of aurface 
drainage. The companies at rarions 
times hare driren artesian wells 1,800 
and 3.S00 feet deep, but they hare nerer 
secure<l fresh water. The town llres 
by cisterns and rain barrels, and the 
latter are only a shade leas unannitarr 
than the wells. The eiaterna, filled 
during the rainy season, iisnally run 
rery low by tho close of the dry aea* 
son, whleb is now dui'. This year, in 
addition to tlie rains l oniing very late 
tlie town had its p i|)nlation doulded 
by the preseiie,. of troops, ships ami 
war vess 'Is, and the army of ncvsp i- 
])er correspoiiilenls and their tiis's. 
which take water by the thousan.l 
gallons, not only for theins'lves, 
but for their lioilers. Of course 
the war vessels an 1 some of 
the hospital and other craft 
have eondensers, but the draft on the 
town's supply is still abnormal. The 
torpedo boats are without condensing 
apparatus, and they hare been aoout-

power which, even in Aatatic and 

Kuropean affairs, the other great 
countries will have to reckon with. 
Heretofore the Ignited States has 
been an American nation simply 
and solely, with no aspirations or 
interests except those of a senti- 
mental or historical character in 
matters in the rest of the world. 
But the Spanish war has ended 
this condition .\t the present 
time the .\niericaii flag floats on 
territory more tlian twice as far 
west of California and Oregon as 
these States are west of Maine. 
The most visionary exponents of 
the "manifest destiny" doctrine of 
a half century ago never snpposed 
that the United States would have 
an outpost as far distant as the 
western shore of the I'acific. "Great 
Britain is an American power - 
the oldest American power in ex 
istence," said one of England's 
commissioner's in Berlin at the 
time of the Samoan conference in 
that city in 1889. For the time 
being at least the United States 
l< an Asiatic power, and may 
be a ICnropcan power before an 
other month passes. 

There are possibilities here 
which nobody dreamed of before 
the present war became imminent 
Dewey's victory ia the Phillipia«s 
promises to have a counterpart in 
the Canaries before many weeks 
end if Spain be not coerced into 
submission in the interval. Cuba 
and Porto Rico are certain to fol- 
low the Phillipines and all the rest 
of Spain's domain outside of ttie 
Peninsula will go if she conttnnes 
the fight for two or three months 
longer. We have disclaimed any 
i.itentioi of annexing Cuba in the 
present war, but, of course, ulti- 
mately Cuban acquisition is certain 
and it will come through the free 
choice of the Cuban people. But 
we are under no such immediate 
restraint as regards the Phillipines, 
Porto Rico, the Canaries and the 
other outlying Spanish territory 
unless Spain gives up the fight. 
There is no promise on our side, 
implied or expressed, that we shall 
not seize and hold any other Span- 
ish colonies. It is easy to see that 
every square mile of Spanish ter- 
ritory outside of the Peninsula it- 
self IS at the United States' mercy. 
Every square mile of it is sure to 
be captured if the Spanish threat 
to < -prosecute the war tO the hitter 
end" is carried out. 

Nobody contends that all the 
territory which has been and which 
may be wrested from Spain will be 
retained by the United States. 
The disposition of the domain is a 
question which will not come up 
until the war ends. It is a (jues 
tion, however, which will be de- 
termined in the light of American 
interests solely. In any case, of 
course, the captured territory will 
be held to the end of the war. 
Some of it then may be exchanged 
for other territory nearer home, or 
which the United States, for any 
reason, deems to be more de- 
sirable. But this is a question 
which will have to be settled in 
this country, by the free voice of 
our own people. The wishes of 
the nations of continental Europe 
--(jcrmany, Austria and France — 
which are betraying a gooii deal of 
anxiety about the matter, and which 
are beginning to make veiled 
threats, will not have the faintest 
weight on thia side of the Atlantic. 
In the meantime the United States 
is magnificent in its cortainties as 
well as in its possibilities. Like 
the domain of Charles V., the 
United States is a land on which 
the sun never sets. There is a 
striking probability that, temporar- 
ily at all events, it will soon bt. 
true of her, as it is of England in 
Webster's phrase, that her morn- 
ing drum heat, following the sun 
and keeping company with the 
hours, shall circle the eartli witfi 
one continuous and unbroken strain 
of America's martial atri.

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War is an expensive luxury. 
The coat per day of maintaining in 
commissioB an ordinary warship is

The present outlay for the 
Unitcil States navy is more than 
$50,000 a day. 

On a piece footing it cost the 
government 1391,063.60 to main 
Uin the cruiser New York during 
1897. 

The expense was divided into 
pay for officers, crew and marines, 

$237,762.76; rations, $35,542.60; 
equipment, $6,835.21; navigation, 
$3,216.57; ordnance, $14,743.70; 
construction and repair, $9,163.05, 
and steam engineering, $28,261.26. 

Besides these items there were 
small charges for medicine and 
navy yard repairs. 

The Maine's expense account 
for iSij7 was $262,416.47^ the pay 
roll being $159,126.50. 

The cost of operating these 
ships m battle is, as yet, an un 
known quantity. The men who 
handle them must be more skilled 
in their several departments than 
those who used to fight the old 
wooden ships that won so many 
battles. 

A single charge of ammunition 
for some of the great guns costs as 
much as ^500. Such a shot may 
do a million dollars' worth of dam> 
age to the adversary againat whom 
it is sent. 

The single item of coal supply 
for a man-of-war means an outlay 
of from $7,000 to $io»ooe to fiU 
her bunkers. 

No estimate of any value can be 
made in advance of the loss of 
lives sod property that may result 
from a war. 

These losses are always great 
and often irreparable, but as no 
person can set a cash value on the 
life of one who is dear, the mortal- 
ity item in the cost of war has to 
be left out of the question. 

The war has not yet fairly be 
gun, but it is already costing the 
United States at the rate of $25, 
000,000 a month, or 5300,000,000 
a year. 

Army operations for a similar 
period would amount to a vastly 
larger sum, because of the much 
greater number of men employed. 

It is safe to say that at least 
$500,000,000 would be spent in a 
year of war with Spain, without 
making allowance for losses of war- 
ships and merchantmen, or for 
other damages which the enemy 
might inflict

Thomaa P. Bsmss, of Nebo,' 
whi le eating his suppper Isst Thurs- 
day night, unconscioua of impend- 
ing danger, was shot from smbuah 

by a dastardly assassin. 

News of the diabolical attempt 
at assassination was received at 
this place by telephone by Marshal 
Barnett the aame night, aaking for 
blood hounda to put on the trail 
of the dastardly perpetrator. His 
hound is at Princeton, and a 
message was then sent to 
Dawson to wire Cireenvillc for 
the hounds at that place. A 
message was hurriedly sent to Will 
Reynolds, who owns the hounds at 
that place, and in a few minutes 
he waa on his way to Nebo. He 
arrived on the acene about a o'clock 
Friday morning, but the raint 
that fell during the night had 
washed the trail away, so nothing 
could be done sad he letumed to 

(ireenville. 

Mr. Uarnea ia regarded l)y all 
hit neighbors as a peaceable citi- 
zen. He operatea what ia known 

as the Barnes coal bank, some 
three miles from Nebo and has a 
family. 

The shot was from a rille and 
struck Mr. Darni's on the jaw haiUy 
shattering it. Drs. Uone, Lamb 
and Ferguson were haatily aum- 
moned and dreaaed the wounded 
man'a injuries. 

The scene of this deplorable af- 
fair is in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of where Troiiillas was assas 
sinattfd in pretty much the same 
manner about a >'ear ago. 

Luke Mitchell was arrested Fri- 
day afternoon, charged with hav- 
ing been the party who attempted 
to aaaaasinate Mr. Barnes Thurs- 
dsy night. He was taken to Nebo 
and County Judge Hall and At- 
torney Morrow went lo Nebo for 
the purpose of holding an exam- 
ning trial. Excitement at Nebo 
was great and as witnesses could 
not be aecured in time for an ex- 
sminstion Fridsy evening, Mitchell 
wss brought to Msdisonville and 
placed in jail to await the action of 
the grand jury. 

Mitchell had l)cen in the neigh- 
borhood only a short time, and 
was emplo)ed by IJarnes to work 
in a coal bank. He had married a 
woman nanaed Knight whose rep- 
utation in the neighborhood was 
not good. Mr. Bamea had a ahort 
while before this refused to rent 
him a house on account of his 
wife. It is supposed that this 
rankled in the bosom of Mitchell 
and inspired him to seek revenge. 
He was seen in the neighborhood 
of Barnes, a short time before the 
ahot waa fired snd reached hia 
fattlier-ia<-law'a home ahortly after 
the shooting. His fsther-in-law 
lives nesr Barnes. Mtthchell had 
al>out the only rifle in that neigh- 
borhood, and the shot being i'lred 
trom a rifle isaiiollicr circumstance 
directing suspicion against him. 

Word was received here yester- 
day morning that at 5.30 s. ro. Mr. 
Barnes waa reating better than 
usual, but still complsitting a great 
deal of bit neck.
